The first persone: account to reach 
this country of the voyage of Dr. 
Mawson’s ship Aurora, which relieved 
the Australian explorer and his party 
on the conclusion of their two year’s 
work in the Antarctic, has been made 
public by Percival Gray, navigating 
officer of the Aurora, who reached 
England recently. 

The Aurora left Hobart on Decem- 
ber 19, calling on the way at Macquar- 
ie Island to embark the wireless party 
at that lonely halfway house to the 
Antarctic and to lend reliefs. There 
was a considerable amount of drift 
and pack ice, but the vessel pushing 
her way through heavy drift ice, even- 
tually arrived at Mawson’s main base.

Var- 
ious accounts of this plant have ap- 
peared in popular scientific journals, 
but the first engineering analysis of 
it with the results of tests thereon 
was made public in a paper read on 
April 6, in London, before the Society 
of Engineers by A. S. E. Ackermann. 

Briefly summarized, the plant erect- 
ed in Egypt covered seven-eights of 
an acre of ground and the highest out- 
put of power obtained from it in the 
test was only 19.1 horse power. While 
it is claimed tha: the low pressure 
steam engine which utilized the steam 
did not work satisfactorily in the 
test, it was evident that even had the 
engine worked with as high a degree 
of efficiency as could possibly be ex- 
pected, the power output would have 
been a mere trifle compared with the 
enormous cost and space occupied by 
the plant. 

The results are well worth placing 
on record for their scientific value, but 
as a commercial enterprise the pro- 
duction of power from sunshine ap- 
pears to be about on a plane with the 
proverbial industry of extracting sun-

Time Was When It Proved a Real 
Friend In Every Home, 


JOYS OF A PAIR OF BOOTS. 


Getting Them Off When They Were 
Hard and Wrinkled Was a Struggle, 
but Getting Them on Was Often a 
Test of Strength and Endurance. 


Many boys and young men of these 
days who bave beard more or less 
about the old time bootjacks have 
Probably never seen one, because with 
the abandonment of the wearing of 
boots by men and boys the bootjack 
went ont of fashion. tn the old days, 
especially in the winters, the man or 
boy who wore anything but boots was 
Tare and the hootjack was a necessary 
article in every house, 

Boots were worn without rubbers, 
and frequently to keep ont the snow 
ond the slush they were treated to an 
application of wutton tallow or some 
other greasy substance, but these ap- 
Plications did not always keep the feet 
dry por the leather soft. The leg of 
the boot in the vicinity of the ankles 
Was sure to have deep, heavy wrinkles, 
aud when the boots got wet and then 
dried on the owner's feet the wrinkles 
became burd, and it was no easy mat- 
ter to get those boots off. It generally 
required considerable labor over the 
bootjack It required tugging and tug- 
ging, and after the job was finally ac 
| complsbed the boots wonld generally 
| be left near the stove for the night to 
get a thorough drying out for the 
morning 

Getting the hird boots on in the 
Mornings was always more of a job 
than getting them off the nignt before, 
If the wrinkles at the ankles were 
bard at the time the boots were taken 
off they were even harder and stiffer 
in the morning. and that added to the 
task of getting them on. The owner 
would shove bis foot down into the leg 


Bhoved through the straps, and the 
haul at getting the bouts on would be- 
gin 

At first the haul would be a straight 
one. with the boot resting on the floor, 
and while the bauling was in process 
the weight of the body would be exer- 
cised in shoving the foot into the boot. 
The counters of tbe old time leather 


boots were uaturally bard, but after 
the leather bad become wet and had 
| dried out they were still harder and in- 
variably it was a hard task to get the 
heel down. It was always a tremen- 
dous relief to get the edge of a stock- 
inged heel over the inside of the coun- 
ter, because with that the great diffi- 
| eulty was overcome, and then the foot 
| would slip naturally into its resting 
| place in the boot. 

Invariubly a rest was desired after 
the first boot was on before the task of 
| ketting op the second was tackled, and 
often the practice of kicking the boots 
on was resorted to. The man or boy 
would first get his forefingers into 
the straps of his boot. and as he 
pulled be would kick the toe of the 
boot against the wall or baseboard. to 
bouses where there were boys the 
marks made by kicking on the boots 
were always to be seen Of course, this 
hud a tendency to wear out the toes, 
but then tuany of the boots were built 
to meet this “kicking” game 

Some of the boots were re-enforced 
with brass toe pieces, a trifle over a 
quarter of an inch in depth, and these 
were fastened into the boot between 
the upper and the welt 
something ,after a borseshoe. 200ts 
supplied with these brass pieces—-and 
they made this kind for men as well as 
boys—would always stand more “kick- 
Ing” before the leather was worn 
througb and a visit to the cobbler's 
wis made necessary. 

The bootjack, though It bas disap- 
peared now, was then to be found in 


every home. Bootjacks generally were | 


of home manufacture, and one would 
last for many years. They were so easy 
to make that some families would bave 


a number of them, so that there would | 
be no oecasion for waiting should one | 


member of the family waut the boot 
Jack while another member was using 
it. A hammer, some nails, lumber and 
a saw were the requisites, 

To wake a buotjuck «a plece of board 
about twelve or fifteen inches long and 
four or five inches wide was obtained. 
A plece the shape of a V would be 
sawed from ove end of the board and 
then a lift consisting of a piece 


inch high would be nailed on the un 
derside a short distance below the 
small point of the V. That raised the 
V end from the floor and gave a place 
to put the heel in when it was desired 
to pull off the boot This in effect 
eompleted the bootiack, with the ex 
ception of the hole by which to bung 
it up. 

Ip the days when boots were so ven 
erally word angurs were pot as com 
men in the homes as they are powa 
days, when about every household has 
a small kit of carpenter's tools, but 
getting a hele in the bootjack was ap 
exsy matter It wae done by heating 
the stoke poker in the kitehen 
onl it became red het, and with tt 
te burn a hele threngh the bootjack 
gbhout an inch from the end opposite 
the V, and the bootjack was complet 
ed = Rootiacks made in the way out

The worst of it is that according 
to government statistics there are 
More inebriates here than in any 
other part of Frince, and the reputa- 
tion is thersfore well deserved. Not 
only when it’s apple blossom time, 
but all year round in Normandy the 
streets and roads are rarely without 
one, two or even a small crowd of 
men unable to find their way home. 
But all this will soon change if the 
campaign undertaken by a local news- 
paper proves as effective as is ex- 
pected. 

This journal has announced that 
it will print every week a complete 
list of all those who have been seen 
intoxicated during the past seven 
days in the streets of Caen. The first 
list met with great success. Every 
wife in town carefully scrutinized it, 
fearing at first to fird the name of 
her husband and rejoicing thereafter 
over the fact that families of friends 
or neighbors were well represented. 

The editor has been flooded with 
letters of encouragement from _ the 
women and to these communications 
he gives much space in his paper. 
But no mention is made of the other 
messages which he undoubtedly is 
receiving. 


Consumption of Spirits In States 

Although fully one-half of the peo- 
ple of the United States are living in 
prohibitionist territory, more than 
twice the amount of whisky is con- 
sumed annually in that country than 
was the case seventeen years ago. 
More liquor of all kinds is being con- 
sumed, and diseases known to be 
caused by alcohol excesses are in- 
creasing. 

Thus, insanity, which is frequenily 
the result of over-inculgence in 
drink, has increased 7.3 per 100,000 in 
the eight prohibition States, while for 
the entire country the increase is 4.4. 


Maine, the banner prohibitionist 
State of the Union, shows an _ in- 
creased insanity population of 212 


per 100,000. while Nebraska a “wet” 
State, shows a decrease of 27.6. 
These figure: have been compiled 
by an American physician. 
ton Williams, who attributes the poor 
showing of the prohibitionist States 
|to the fact that the consumption of 
spirits has increased far more than 
that of beers and wines, because the 
small bulk of spirits makes smuggl- 
ing easier.
